Custard Apple 
Lays

What Did Lake People Do For A Living? 


(Editor's note:) This Custard Apple Days story is the sub- 
stance of a talk presented to the Clewiston Kiwanis Club July 9. 
Author Will received the invitation to discuss the early lake 
industries from William Lanier and Carl Berner of that city. 
The same story was later presented to the Belle Glade Civitane 


n you start looking back at the various ways in whicn 
people here on the lake have made a living you might be sur- 
prised at some of them. In fact, the first one of all seems to De 
the most surprising. Naturally, the farther back you go, tne 
fewer people there were here, but in proportion to the popu- 
lation, the principal industries appear to have been in, about 
this order: farming, hog raising, fishing and hunting. This hunt- 
ing, by the way, was of different kinds ‘et different periods, and 
the first period was the hunting of Indians 

Now don't get me wrong. I don't mean killing Indians, al- 
though there had been a plenty of that done too. The Seminolé 
"War had cost the government more money and more men than 
it liked to think about, and still had not accomplished a great 
deal, so they decided to call it quits in 1842. 

However, trouble between the Indians and th White 
tlers who kept crowding them southward persisted. The gov- 
ernment then, some fifteen years later, decided that the_set- 
tlers might finish what the troops had attempted to do, that 
is, capture the remaining Seminoles so they could be deported 
to Arkansas Territory. Rewards were offered that ran as high 
as $500.00 for a live man, $250.00 for a squaw and $100.00 for 
a "piekninny". Those backwoods crackers went to work and 
cleaned out every redskin on the shore of Okeechobee, and so

I guess that was the first industry on the lake. 

Next came the plume hunters back in the 1880's and 90's. 
That was when ladies’ hats were adorned with bright colored 
feathers and even the complete birds, but the ultimate in dec- 
oration was the feathery plume of the snowy egret. Since these 
plumes grew only during the nesting season, the hunters, by 
killing the parent birds destroyed all the young as well. These 
plumes were extremely valuable, and as the birds got scar- 
cer, the feathers became worth more than their weight in gold. 
It didn't take many years to exterminate all the egrets on the 
lake. 

‘The hunters then turned to trapping otters. There had 
been otter trapping done here before, but after the birds were 
gone it became quite an important business. Alligators, too, 
had been killed by hunters during all.these periods, but the 
big days of gator hunting came after the Everglades canals 
were dug. Before then, the sawgrass country, which fairly 
teemed with alligators, had been almost inaccessible to hunters, 
now, with easy access into the interior, the country swarmed 
with hunters, who, by burning off the sawgrass, could easily 
find the gator holes. 

All of this, however, was but a preliminary to the big in- 
dustry which dominated the lake for many years, catfishing. 
The first successful commercial fishing on the lake appears to 
have been done by Fernando Miller from LaBelle, who, with 
his two sons, Bert and Oliver in 1904 started the O.K Fish 
Company. Bert established a camp on the west side of the lake 
and Oliver had one at what later became known as Stuckey's 
Ditch at Canal Point. Eventually they owned four camps and 
eighteen boats and employed 25 men. Others quickly followed 
them to the lake. In the following year near Oliver Miller's 
camp were also those of the Bacom family, H. C. Thompson and 
Paul Thibideau. 

Most successful of aH the fishermen was Capt. Tom A. Bass 
who, in 1906, with the steamboat, “Success” from Kissimee, 
tarted a fish camp at Lookout Point at the mouth of the Kis- 
mee. He was here when -the hurricane of 1910 destroyed 
nd he and his family had to subsist on one pot of 
grits until the supply boat arrived. At one time Tom Bass owned 
47 runboats and several refrigerated railroad cars, and was re- 
puted to be worth a million dollars. 

He had paid $36,000.00 for the fishing rights from Pa- 

Clewiston, which required all camps in that part of 


ndard Fish Co. which was about one third as large as 
Bass. The most prosperous days for the fishermen was before 
1915 although the greatest quantity of fish was probably taken 


g continued until the effects of draining the Élades 
ng the lake level were felt. The fish no longer had 
allow water in which to breed and the fishermen 
mourned that “the lake was fished out,” although fishing still 

aš an important part of the economy even after the railroad 
arrived in Moore Haven in 1918. 

It was due to the fishing industry that the first- settle- 
ments were made on Lake Okeechobee: Tantie, now Okee- 
chobee City, Utopia, seven miles south of Taylor’s Creek, and 
and Uuthegrove Beach three miles fartHer south. There were 
also many fish fish camps on and near Bacom's Point, which like 
[the others mentioned, had a post office in the early days. 

‘The earliest ‘settlers on the east side of the lake discover- 
ed considerable herds of hogs roaming wild in the woods. These 
are believed to have originally belonged to the Seminoles who 
maintained a camp at Indiantown. They were claimed by the 
Indian, Billy Stewart, who occasionally rounded up a bunch 
and sold them in Ft. Pierce. 


During a period when catfishing was-unprofitable, some of 
the fishermen turned to hog raising. Among these were Gid 
Hague (some folks always believed that his name was Gid 
Hogg), Aaron Bronson, Harrison Osteen, and the Baxter broth- 
ers as well as W. J. Conners, the highway builder. These men 
stretched fences across the peninsula at Bacom's Point and 
elswhere and turned high grade boars in with the razor backs 
to improve the breed. The hogs were sold in W. Palm Beach. 


The advent of farmers on East Beach spelled the end of 
open range since the hogs industriously rooted up crops and 
trees, The hog raisers moved such as they could catch and the 
settlers joyously shot-those which were left. 


An early industry that should not be overlooked was that 
of selling sawgrass Everglades to people from the North and 
West. Several land companies operated their. own passenger 
boats for bringing these prospective settlers and speculators 
to the Lake. The settlement of Ritta, now Lake Harbor, was 
esablished for their overnight accommodation. It wi ere that 
R. J. Bolles built his hotel in 1911, which shortly was augmen- 
ted by the hotel of Mrs..King and by that of Felix Forbes on 
Ritta Island. Callahan's experimental garden was maintained 
for their edification. 


The beginning of the farming was the gardens planted by 
the wives of fishermen. Their vegetables grew remarkably 
large and fine, and as their fame spread, farmers flocked to 
the läke to clear and plant. The first crops, since these were 
the ones they were most acquainted with, were tomatoes, pep- 
ers and eggs. The recurring floods beginning in 1922 necessi- 
tated a quicker maturing crop, and that is why beans were 
for many years the leading product 


The now great sugar industry had its beginning with a 
three jointed stalk of Simpson cane obtained from a fish boat 
and planted in 1912 by the mother of Ed Jensen, now Pahokee's 
postmaster. From this one stalk came the most of the cane 
patches of every fish camp and settler. 


During Prohibition these cane patches produced much de- 
licious syrup, as well as some very potent shine distilled back 
in the swamp. Considerable imported liquor was also trans- 
ported to the lake during this period by boat and even by plane, 
including that famous Black Phantom of East Beach, and so I 
guess this could be called another early industry. And now 
you can see how people made their livings here on the lake 
back in the old custard apple days.

Program Doing A Job 


Sterlizing male screwworms 
to limit the future birthrate 
proving an efficacious program, 
and it's being expanded. 

The Sebring plant, officially 
opened July 10, will be produ. 
ing sterile flies at the rate of 
33 million a week by July 26, 
according to Drs. Meadows and 
Williams, Plant personnel be- 
ing increased this “week by 
transfer of about 40 employees 
from Bithlo operations to Se- 
bring, and increased hiring in 
the Sebring area. : 

More planes are being added 
to the fleet of eleven that has 
been dispersing sterile flies over 
certain parts of Florida and as 
far north as Savannah, Ga. For | 
the 50 million flies a week to 
be turned out when the Sebring 
plant is in full production, 20 
planes will be required, 

Two more radioactive Cobalt- 
60 radiation casks, to sterilize 
flies in the pupa stage, are 
scheduled for installation the 
latter part of this month in the 
building which will accomodate 
6 casks for this purpose. 

The Eradication Program, 
jointly financed by State and 
Federal funds, has the co-oper- 
ation of State and Federal offi- 
cials in Georgia, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and South 
Carolina.

The Secrétary of Commerce has proposed a program for 
aiding the hard-pressed railroads. A salient point would be 
$700 million in loans, made by private interests and guar- 
anteed by the government, for modernization of facilities and 
the purchase of certain equipment. He expressed opposition to 
repeal of World War 2 excise taxes on freight and passenger 
transportation, on the grounds that such action "should be con- 
sidered only as part of a general tax revision program, consis- 
tent with over-all fiscal policy."

THE MEAT SITUATION 

Meat has been in comparatively short supply and, conse- 
quently, prices have risen. Growers are building their herds 
and so are maketing fewer animals. T 
This matter prompted an interesting editorial observation 
in the Portland Oregonian It pointed out that the Department 
of Agriculture experts are afraid that meat producers may ex- 
pand their breeding stocks too rapidly, and thus bring on a 
meat oversupply accompanied by plummeting prices about two 
years from now. Then the Oregonian said: "The deal would be 
for produdcers to send just enough animals to market to main- 
tain fair prices but not to boost them to the point where con- 
sumers will rebel. . . . But stringent controls would be nec- 
ssary to achieve such a situation, and this no one desires. Gov- 
ernment controls and price supports have complicated other 
phases of agriculture. Cattle growers have got along without 
them an so they should continue, even though steaks are high 
now and may be cheap two years from now." 

Meat moves in a free market. Like any free market com- 
modity, meat prices will vary drastically on occasion. But one 
thing is sure-in the long run both producers and consumers 
get a fair price break, Another point needs mention here. Despite 
price increases, the average worker earns enough money in 29 
minutes to buy a pound of round steak today as compared with 
36 minutes in 1948.
